DEVILS AND FAIRIES. 


•FANTASMA" VIEWED FROM BE- 


HIND THE SCENES. 


The Mysteries of a Spectacular Play—Me- 


chanical Effects—Wonderful Trick Scen- 
ery—Order Out of Confusion—A Novel 
Account of a Theatre Performance. 
People in general who sit through a 


play in front of! the drop curtain, have very 
little idea, or a vague idea at most of what 
is going on in that mysterious region "be- 
hind the scenes." This is true in regard to 
the most ordinary productions of the most 
ordinary plays, but doubly or many times 
so when the pray is one full of spectacular 
effects, wonderful mechanical appliances 
and quick transformations of persons i r 
scenes. 


The play of Fantasma which was at the 


opera house Friday evening and for two 
performances yesterday is one of the most 
notable of such productions, and probably 
more than any other traveling in this coun- 
try is supplied with novel and unique stage 
tricks. Last night was the ninth perform- 
ance of it in this city, and as it is nlway* 
greeted with the best of audiences, mauy 
thousand people must have seen it here. 
With this in mind it occuned to a KEVIEWEK 
fiat a description of the methods and tricks 
used behind the scenes iu this play would 
certainly be of gceat interest to a great 
many of its readers. Business Manager 
Harry Sloan was asked if they were willing 
to have sucli an article written, exposing 
"tricks of the trade," and with great kind- 
ne-s he gave the desired permission, only 
stipulating that the decapitation trick which 
is a recently patented one benotexplained. 
He introduced THE REVIEWER to Stage 
Manager E. S. Goodwin, who cordially 
seconded the kindness. He promised to 
see that all was explained under the best 
advantages, and so with this promise the 
reporter walked onto the stage at 7:30 last 
night to see the play of "Fautasma" from 
the inside. 


Mr. Goodwin was not in sight at the 


moment and the opportunity was taken fora 


LOOK AT THE STAGE 


as it then stood. All was apparently in the 
utmost confusion. Ropes, cords aud wires 
crossed the floor evarj place 
Thu house 


from which Lena i.s stolen was standing in 
its place in the wings with some of the 
great witches'hands Ijing in front of it 
Skeleton boxes and bear skins were min- 
gled together on the other side, and in the 
middle rear of the stage was set the pump, 
patent flower bed and steps and gate which 
make Pico so much trouble. The house 
which the bears tear down cfrom around 
Pico was resting substantially just out of 
sight. Canvas rocks were numerous, mon- 
sters of the sea made out of thin pine aud 
canvas were sticking in odd corners. Above 
were hanging the dozens of drops, making 
all scenes from the hags' retreat to Fantas- 
uia's realm. About the time oue goed look 
around was finished Mr. Goodwin appeared 
from his dressing room partially attired as 
Zaimliel, ami called down or up to every 
dressing room, "1!> minutes." Then the 
hurry began. 


IN A DRESSING BOOM. 


Mr. Goodwin invited the reporter into his 


dressingroom which heshared with Monsieur 
Louis Pizz.irello wiio phvys the part ot Pico. 
He is a genuine Frenchman and spuiks but 
little English. While making up, these 
two gentlemen gave some inteiestmg infor- 
mation in regard to the sign language or 
language of pantomime. It is far nioie dif- 
ficult and trying to an actor than a speaking 
part, for he does not have the assistance of 
woids but must express hiuiselt as clearly 
as it he had. If pantomnmsts of every na- 
tionality are told to say the same sentence 
they will all say it m exactly the same way. 
As M. Pv/.uello expressed it, pantomime is 
"le langue universel." 


Makeup was finished and stage manager 


and reporter made a tour of the stage. 
William Bell, the calcium light operator, 
Thomas Conly, the master of properties, and 
Hugh B. Kavnnaugh, master machinist and 
the youngest one on the road, were all busy 
men. 
During the production of this play, 


43 people beside the actors are kept con- 
stantly at work making the changes and 
working the scenery. None of these appear 
on the stage at all. 
Ten regular 
scene 


shifters and stage hands are carried by the 
company and 12 are furnished by the 
house, besides six supers. Then there are 
seven men in the flys all the time to handle 
the ropes, two master property men with 
six assistants, and two calcium light men 
who appear on the stage as two sprites. 
Master Machinist Kavanaugh has general 
supervision ot all tbis, and is the busiest 
man 
in 
the 
world 
for 
three 


hours, 
but 
he 
found 
time 
to 


take the best of care of THE REVIEWER and 
was most zealous to explain everything 
carefully. 


THE FIBST ACT. 


Everything was ready and the procenium 


drop curtain rose for the beginning of the 
play, and showed the hags' retreat. The 
next scene in the village home ot Lena is 
full of trick efiects. Tha balcony on which 
Lena is lowerd from her window into the 
possession of Zamaliel is worked by a block 
and tackle just behind, and is very simple 
in construction but mysterious from the 
front 
The lanterns which bewilder Pico 


b> appearing and disappearing when he 
tries to sieze them, have oue man to attend 
each one of them and push them out or 
draw them back at will. The chair through 
which one of them sinks,lias a false bottom 
and the other chair on which it appear has 
a lautem already in it, which is pushed up 
through a false bottom. The chair on 
which Pico falls when the backs appear 
where 
the 
front 
has 
been, 
has 


an 
endless 
baud 
lunnmg 
iu 


it 
so 
that 
pushing 
one 


of the backs down on one side forces an- 
other up'on the other. It takes thiee men 
with cords and pulleys to manage the trick 
gate that slaps Pico back and forth, and 
there is another man under the plattorm to 
pull back or push out the steps on which 
Pico tries to step. The men who work the 
gate are directly behind the wall through 
which it leads. Farmer Close's shower 
bath from the pump always catches the 
audience. There is a force pump behind 
the wall that supplies the stream. When 
be lies on his back and is pumped out by 
Pico, the water comes up through a pipe 
which has its opening right by the farmer's 
head. The last of the scene is the cyclone 
and deluge, a realistic effect but one which 
needs no explanation. 


The rained abbey scene is one solid mass 


of trick doors, or "ramps" as they are 
technically called. The double one through 
which the sprites appear and hurl Pico Is 
the most intricate. Lena is drawn up by a 
rope over pulley directly behind the abbey 
wall. 


The wllltf-the-wisps in the skeleton pasa 


are made of cotton soaked with alcohol and 
wrapped on wire, where a match lights 
them. The skeletons have each a man to 
work them, and the two that fight have 
three, one to move each pugilist and one to 
open and close the case. The trick suit of 
clothes which is taken off of Pico while he 
puts it on is a novelty. The coat, vest and 
trousers ara all split and tied with strings in 
such a way that on being untied they are en- 
tirely loosened. Hb stands with bis back to 
the wall of the little house, the man within 
puts his hand out through a hole in the 
'•." i • ui tain, unties the knots and takes the 
sin Irom Pico thiough the door. It is very 
simple—when you know how.

ACT TWO. 


The decapitation scene is the first thing 


in this act that particularly mystifies the 
spectator, and that is the one which is not 
t» t. • told. It is an inventon of William 
"<• 'i' T), and is a marvelous illusion. 


jccue two, the haunted chamber, is full 


of in eresting tricks. The boots that walk 
away and up the wall, have each a man to 
draw them with a cord to the wall and then 
upward,the strings passing through grooves 
in the wall. The windows that open and 
shut so perplexingly, have each a man to 
work them, the gas jets over the fireplace 
have the same, and are of the kind used 
often for night burners, that are always 
liehted and only require the pulling of a 
string to turn them up. Night cap, bed 
clothing and pillow are all fastened to strings 
and a man attends to each one. The chairs 
are fixed the same way and the one that 
falls in pieces on Pico's head is fastened on 
the outside wall where a slight touch will 
bring it down. 
Toe wails of this room are 


full of "vamps" in various places, many of 
them covered with sheets of rubber painted 
like the canvas, through which slits are cut 
which ciose up when anything is drawn be- 
tween them. 


The meal with the ghost In which Pico 


gets loft, is eaten on a table with silts run- 
ning from one end to the other, and the 
strings run in these to draw the dishes 
away from Pico to the knightly ghost or 
the ghostly knight. 


The circular platform on which |the vari- 


ous tableaux are shown, is a nice piece of 
work, beingjvery light and very strong, and 
turning on a small axle. 


THE THIRD ACT. 


There are many highly interesting scenes 
m this act, but the one which has the most 
special trick features about it is the magic 
wall through which there are so many 
"vamps" winch throwjout devils almost in 
a constant stream. i,They are worked as in 
the other instances mentioned. 


The many magical transformations that 


occur throughout the play in the way of 
quick changes of scenery, cannot be ex- 
plained in any way.as they are only matters 
practice and arrangement and are not in any 
way tricks. _The 45 men who handle the 
scenery and manage the tricks and light* 
are wonderfully busy every minute of time. 
The rush between the acts is something 
st.irtliug, and there is work enough done at 
that time to last most people a day. 


The people are all afcommodating and 


pleasant. Those who had the task of ex- 
plaining the various tricks to the ;repoiter, 
were careful and minute in all points. This 
article 
could not have boenj^written at 


all except for their kindness. The various 
leading ladies of thecast, Fantasma, Serena, 
and Lena, who by the way is the mother of 
little Tootsey, are as charming on the stage 
as they are off. The company are well 
pleased with the liberal reception given 
them by the Decatur audiences.
